HAS KUROPATKIN ELUDED THE JAPS? 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 7th.—The St. Petersburg authorities 
to-day express themselves as confident that the critical stage of 
the Russian retreat is passed and that Kuropatkin is no longer 
in danger of losing any part oi his force to the pursuing fapan- 


ese. It is also given out in St. Petersburg that the bulk of 


Kurepatkin’s army is now fear Mukden where ét is taking up 
prepared positions, but a despatch to the Associated Press from 
Mukdes filed yesterday says that the main Russian army-was 
then pushed northward and evacuating Mukden. While detaits 
ef the situation are lacking, despatches indicate that the fapanese 
are still harrassing the Russian rear. Gen. Kuropatkia is now 
at Mukdea. Tokio preserves an absolute silence regarding the 
operations of to-day and yesterday. 


RETREATING OPERATIONS HAMPERED. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 7th.-—From the latest advices received 
by the war office the authorities now believe that the danger of 
Field Marshal Oyama cutting off General Kuropatkin has prac- 
tically passed. According to theie calculations the whole Rus- 
sian army should reach Mukden to-morrow night. Generals Ku- 
roki and Kuropatkin have been marching»northward along para- 
lell lines, both armies being hampered greatly by heavy roads, 
the Japanese in a rough region and the Russians along a flat 
country. 

LITTLE NEWS FROM THE FRONT. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 8th._-The general staff is not dis- 
playing great anxiety over the alarming reports that Gen. Kuro- 
patkin is in serious danger of being cut off, but if they had any 
information from the front Wednesday they have not reveaied it 
and they also decline to say even if they know whether Kuropat- 
kin purposes taking his army north of Mukden.

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The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 18, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


plans: 
(1) At least six months’ residence 


years, 
(2) If the father (or mother, if the 


father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qO 0} Jolld 9o0USpIsal 0} Se jOY SIq} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
oribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

fhe term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stcek, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings for their accommodation, 
ae besides 30 acres substan- 


f é 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for emtry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the _ settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do ao. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and ae- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained og application to 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, the
